1 . Applicant's arguments filed 2/12/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant's state on page 1 0 of the remarks that Allen does not teach the "using 
the dynamic map" limitation. The examiner respectfully disagrees since Allen 
broadly teaches in light of columns 1 and 2 and 3 to line 16 using the dynamic 
map (or "possible cellular biochemical pathways" in col. 1, lines 59,60 which 
means a pathway selection that is not fixed and can be changed to select 
another pathway as would be used for selecting a pathway in a map) in 
conjunction with 

a) the first data set (or entities between which material or information is 
transferred which is an inherent feature of a selected pathway such as starting 
point and end point for a pathway), 

b) the second data set (or channels connecting the entities which is an 
inherent feature of the pathways), 

c) the third data set (or types of material or information that each entity 
transfers via each channel such as a "protein" in col. 1 , lines 45-48 that travels in 
a "potential... pathway" in col. 1, lines 45-48) to perform a simulation (or 
"simulating. ..pathways" in col. 1, line 52) of the transfer of material (said protein) 
or information between entities (or starting and endpoints of a pathway).
